On this spot favored of heaven, and founded by 
those by whose toil the once howling wilderness 
blooms like Eden, stands the Western Reserve 
College, It was originated by the Presbyteries 
that now compose the Western Reserve Synod. 
It was the object of much consultation—the ehild 
of many prayers. The design was to educate 
young men for the gospel ministry, with a view 
to supply laborers for some portion of the vast 
field around them, There are other Institutions 
in that region, but they were founded by men from 
other states, and inculeate somewhat different 
sentiments: but this was founded by the people 
of the state—by the inhabitants of the Reserve: 
and when founded, embraced among its friends 
and benefactors, nearly all of the thoroughly edu- 
cated ministers and well informed people of that 
whole region. It still has the support of the 
lovers of order and stability—such as honor the 
institutions of their fathers, and place Hopheit con- 
fidence in the orthodoxy of New-England divines. 
In that Institution are inculeated the sentiments 
of the founders—the sentiments of the Churehes 
that support it principles dear to the Pilgrim 
fathers, and unmixed by any. errors that might 
have crept in. Whatever fears the East mav en- 
fertain in respect to other Western Institutions, 
there Is no cause for alarm with respect to this: 
for it is in the hands of well indoctrinated, thor- 
oughly trained, stedfast men.

Previous to this 
the Emperor Francis of Austria, had closed the 
prisons of the Inquisition in Tuseany, taken the 
censorship of the press from the Inquisitor Gen- 
eral, suppressed several convents, and checked 
the abuses by which monastic institutions had ac- 
quired such vast estates. 

When Le opold, Grand Duke of Tuscany, as- 
cended the throne, he carried forward the same 
plans of reform. His leading object was to pre- 
vent the Pope and his priesthood from interfering 
with the civil and political affairs of Tuscany, as

Ricci found most of the clergy ina state of de-| 
plorable ignorance, the books in the convent li- 
braries sedly abused, and many had been lost. 
Speaking of the Franciseans, he says that they! 
“are for the most part, at the present day without | 
the least learning, even without the principles of | 
grammar, Latin is almost entirely unknown 
ainong them, and when tried, they were unable to 
translate the decisions of the Council of Trent, 
the Roman Catechism, or the historical books of 
the Scriptures. They were obliged to employ a 
dictionary to construe their commonest lessons.” 
So much for monkish ignorance ; and yet every! 
effort to improve their means of education, was! 
opposed and thwarted. One of the most learned, 
of the priests took the ground, that “it was dan 
gerous to allow the young clergy to investigate | 
the evidences of religion, and become acquainted | 
with the arguments which had been employed in| 
attacking it.

ed against the devoted reformer by the Catholic 
priests, nonks and nuns, that he was at last forced 
to resign the office of bishop, was imprisoned by 
his enemies, and from that time to the present, the 
rank profilgacy and corruption of the Catholic cler- 
gy in Tuscany, has forthe most part been un- 
checked and unrebuked. 

Another abuse which called loudly for reform, 
was the old heathen custom of permitting mur- 
derers and other criminals to take refuge in places 
of religious worship; thus often defeating the 
claims of justice, whilst at the same tine by the 
ease with whieh they escaped punishment, they 
were encouraged to commit new crimes, The 
priests upheld this system, because it supplied 
the convents with servants ata cheap rate, whilst 
from wealthy criminals large sums of money were 
extorted for the protection they received, Hence 
the Pope sanctioned this abuse, and refused to 
secede to the urgent and repeated requests of the 
Grand Duke to abate the nuisance, until the lat- 
ter, finding the “ Vicegerent of the Lord” to be 
the open enemy of justice, and the decided pat- 
ron and abetter of the foulest crimes, took the 
Susiness into his own hands, and cleansed the 
churehes and convents of criminals, inflicting mer- 
ited punishinent on them. 

The extent and peculiar flagrancy of this evil 
jay be learned fromthe following facts: 
werein Florence alone 320 churehes, of which the 
farthest from one 
paces. ‘They occupied one half the ground which 
had been built upon mn the city. Thos whenever 
rmurder or other erie mi rhit be committed, a 
sufe place of refuge was near at hand. Asa 
result of this we are told, that “assassing, fratri 
cides, polsoners, incendiaries, deserters, robbers, 
fraudulent debtors, and other criminals, all took 
refuge in the same asylum, were all equally well 
received, and lived ina state of the greatest dis- 
order.

They had meetings every 
night conducted by themselves, the captains taking 
the lead, and the place would be crowded to over- 
flowing an hour before the time appointed for 
the meeting, so anxious were they all to get 
within hearing.”—Sail. Mag. Aug. 1840.

On the 2st and 6th of July there were two 
most violent and destructive typhoons in the Bay of 
Canton The Britikh Cutter Louisa, in which 
Admiral Bremer and Capt. Elliot had sailed from 
Macao on 20th for Hong Kong, was w recked on the 
island of Kowlan. Their excellencies after eseap-— 
ing the dangers of the tempest, recety ed some rough 
treatment from the Chinese, but a compassionate 
individual, who called himself a comprader, was 
induced to take them to his house, and give them 
refreshment, and subseqnen:ly to carry them back 
ina small Chinese boat to Canton, where he re- 
ceived $3,000 for his services

Excnraurre Fravps.—Some further develope- | 
ments had taken place with respect to the frauds on | 
the Exchequer. 

About £100,000 of the spurious bills had been 
returned to the Exchequer. The holders of most 
of the remainder were disposed to retain them, 
maintaining that as they bore the stamp genuine, 
which was the test of public authority, they ought 
to be redeemed as if genuine.
